New York, April 19.—[Special.]— 
Remedies for high blood pressure were 
discussed by several prominent spe- 
cialists in that field at the regular 
meeting of the Medical Association of 
-+ Greater New York at the New York 
Academy of Medicine. 

Dr. C. Legiardi Laura of Manhat- 
tan, in his paper on “ The Presence 
of a Hypotensive Substance in the 
Blood Serum of a Horse, Following In- 
jection of Pituitary Extract,” ex- 
plained that the use of this horse 
serum has “a depressor action,” 
against blood pressure existing in 
human beings. 

Dr. V. G. Burtan of the Sea View 
hospital, Staten island, presented 
charts of 33 cases of patients over 60 
years of age suffering from various 
diseases involving “ blood pressure,”’ 
showing that the use of the serum de- 
creased the blood pressure and re 
moved other symptoms, such as head- 
aches, etc. Injections were not given, 
he said, to patients suffering from such 
diseases as asthma and nephritis.

A June-December marriage, compar- 
able in the ages of its principals to 
that of New York’s Daddy Browning 
and his fifteen year old bride, went 
on the matrimonial rocks yesterday. 
Attorney Roy C. Woods, representing 
Mrs. Marion Frances Laramie, nine- 
teen years old, filed suit for separate 
maintenance in Superior court against 
T. Fred Laramie, 58 years old loop at- 
torney, charging extreme cruelty. The 
two were married Feb. 6, this year, 
in Crown Point, Ind., according to the 
bilL ° 

Among other charges, 
leges, Mrs. Laramie was forced to 
leave her husband’s apartments in 
Graemere hotel at midnight on March 
30, last, and travel through a severe 
snowstorm to her mether’s home at 
4116 Irving Park boulevard, to ¢es- 
‘cape the wrath of her husband. On 
‘that oceasion, Mr. Laramie threatened 
‘her with personal violence if she did | 
not leave immediately, she contends. 


Trailed to Mother’s. 

On another occasion, March 10, the 
bill alleges, he followed her to her 
mother’s, where she went to call. 
When she discovered him hidding be- 
hind a tree, he drove away in his 
automobile, leaving her to find her way 
home alone. 

A few days after that incident, Mrs. 
Laramie states, and again on March 
18 and on March 27 in the presence 
of her sister, he ordered her out of the 
apartment, and told her he was going 
to have their marriage annulled if she 
did not obtain a divorce. 

These and other acts of cruelty be- 
gan a dew days after their marriage, 
she charges, the whole amounting to 
such inhuman treatment that her life 
became unbearable. Laramie was a 
man of violent passions and ungovern- 
able temper, the young wife stzies.

But our greatest danger lies not in 
violence and crime, Mr. Coolidge 
opined. Far more serious is “the 
shirking of those responsibilities of 
citizenship where the evil may not be 
so noticeable but is more insidious and 
likely to be more devastating.” 


Republic’s Vital Principle. 


“We live in a republic,” the Presi- 
dent continued. “A vital principle of 
that form of government is represen- 
tation. More and more, as our popu- 
lation increases, it becomes necessary 
for the people to express their will 
through their duly chosen delegates. 
If we are to maintain the principle 
that governments derive _ their just 
powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned, if we are to have any meas- 
ure of self government, if the voice 
of the people is to rule, its representa- 
tives are truly to reflect the popular 
will, it is altogether necessary that in 
each election there should be a fairly 
full participation by all the qualified 
voters.” 

Disregard for the duty of voting 
has steadily increased since 1880, said 
the President; though in the sixteen 
years following the average was 80 
per cent of the electorate. In the 
1920 and 1924 presidential elections 
the average declined to less than 50 
per cent, dezpite organized efforts to 
bring out the vote. 

U. 8. Once Led World. 


At one time America led the world 
in the percentage of votes cast. Now 
we have fallen behind Great Britain, in 
which the percentage is 82, Germany, 
where it is 75; Canada, where it is 70, 
and Italy, where it is 64. 

“The perilous aspect of this situa- 
tion,” said the President, “lies in its 
insidiousness. With the broadening of 
popular powers, the direct election of 
practically all public officials, and the 
direct nomination of most of them, 
there is no opportunity for an expres- 
sion of the public will except at the 
ballot box. 

“We are placirg our reliance cn the 
principle of self-government. But if 
the people fail to vote, a government 
will be developed which is not their 
government.”

Regarded as Mata Hari’s Lever. 


For, despite his denials, Louis Malvy, 
minister of the interior from 1914’ to 
1917, had been regarded as Mata Hari’s 
lover and only four short weeks ago 
a denial of that charge were the last 
words from his lips before he fell in 
a faint on the tribune of the chamber 
of deputies defending himself against 
the attacks of those who would still 
call him a friend of Germany during 
the war days. 

Ever since the day when the court 
martial condemned the Javan dancer 
because she sold French lives for Ger- 
man gold, Paris gossip has had as a 
choice morsel a story of letters written 
to Mata Hari by “a cabinet officer 
whose name began with M and ended 
with Y.”" That is the way it showed 
on the court martial records. ‘And 
when, in 1919, M. Malvy was tried 
for having been false to. his charge, 
it came to be the popular supposition 
that it was he who wrote the ardent 
love letters to the dancer who was a 
spy. . 

Banished to Spain. 

He was banished to Spain, but the 
story remained behind. His name be- 
gan with M and ended with Y. He had 
been found guilty of being untrue to 
his duty. When he received amnesty, 
almost at the end of his banishment, 
M. Malvy returned and in the election 
victory of the left bloc parties M. 
Malvy was returned to the chamber. | 
He became chairman of the finance 
committee and when, during the Gene- 
va meeting last month, M. Briand 
formed his cabinet over night, he made

Secretary of State Kellogg and Saenz, the Mex!i- 
can foreign minister, seern to be conducting a joint 
debate on the relative inequities of American 
and Mexican law. Mr. Kellogg is protesting 
against the retroactive principle of the Mexican 
law against alien land ownership. Mr. Saenz says 
that the Illinois land law and the laws of other 
American states are harder on the alien in re- 
quiring that he get citizenship or lose his title. 

Mr. Kellogg replies that neither [llinois nor any 
other American state took legally acquired prop- 
erty away from. any alien but made it impossible 
for a foreigner to get title in the future. It was 
not confiscation. Mr. Saenz says that in these 
Ame:ican statés a foreigner might inherit real 
estate but he would have to sell it or forfeit it 
to the state unless he became a citizen. 

Furthermore, says Mr. Saenz, the United States 
confiscated the property of brewers and distillers 
by fhaking illegal a product which they had been 
licensed to produce and by not even giving them 
the opportunity contemplated and provided in the 
amendment to dispose of their stock on hand, which 
was property. Mr. Kellogg says that the liquor 
business was not a property right but a licensed 
occupation. And so on and so’s your old man. 

The United States does not contest the right of 
Mexico to legislate against alien ownership of 
land and resources. If a country did not have 
that right it would cease to be a nation. The 
United States does protest if the purpose of the 
Mexican land laws is to take away property legal- 
ly acquited under Mexican law prior to this.. The 
Mexicans say they (io not intend to do this and 
that thelr Gourts will protect property rights. On 
this the American-government may wait and see, 
acting when a case of confiscation is confirmed 
in court.- ” ihe 

On another equally importarit matter Mexico ts 
standing pat and the staté department refuses to 
accept the doctrine. It ts that an alien in Mexico 
surrenders the right*to app¢al to-his own govern- 
ment in case of an injustice done him, but must, 
even as a Mexican, rely on the’ Mexican courts. 

In China, in Turkey murder the old treaty, and 
elsewhere aliens have their own courts under 
extraterritoriality and their cases are not heard in 
native courts.

BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Afternoon Tea Seed Cake. 


One of the most important cook 
books says to add caraway seeds or 
anise seed to any sugar cookies recipe 
and adds that the traditional way to 
cut these is in fluted or leaf shapes. 


Nevertheless, we know there are plain 
sugar cookie recipes in which we 
would not like seeds. And as to shape, 
the size but a little bigger than a sil- 
ver dollar, and as round as it is and 
firm of edge, we think good.

This makes a good, little, dignified 
seed cake: One-half cup of shortening, 
one-half cup sugar, one @gg, two table- 
spoons of milk, one and one-half cups 
flour, one-fourth teaspoon baking pow- 
der, one-eighth teaspoon salt, two tea- 
spoons of caraway seed. Put together 
in the usual way with thorough cream- 
ing of the shortening (we always ad- 
vise the sweet or unsalted butter for 
best effects) before the sugar is worked 
into it. After the dough is made, chill 
it for twenty minutes before rolling it 
out, and then cutting it in small disks. 
Bake the cookies at 350 degrees for 
twelve minutes.
